Peonies  have  a very  extensive  range  in  color,  from  the  purest  white  to  the 
darkest  maroon,  with  all  the  tints  from  a delicate  flesh  to  a beautiful  golden  hue, 
light  and  dark  pinks,  and  various  combinations  of  shades.  In  size  they  range  from 
four  to  eight  inches  in  diameter,  some  small  and  dainty,  others  massive  and  fluffy 
as  any  chrysanthemum,  and  a great  many  with  a fragrance  as  charming  and  deli- 
cate as  a rose.  The  modern  Peony  is  certainly  a marvel.

CULTIVATION 

Here  is  where  the  Peony  has  the  advantage  of  most  any  other  flower.  Exempt 
from  any  insect  pest,  hardy  as  any  plant  that  grows,  does  not  need  protection  in  the 
winter,  comes  through  all  right,  and  grows  stronger  and  more  valuable  each  year. 
There  are  some  points  that  should  be  observed  in  planting.  Do  not  plant  in  low, 
wet  soil.  Do  not  use  fresh  manure  in  planting.  Any  good  garden  soil  is  all  right. 
If  it  is  well  incorporated  with  old  manure  so  much  the  better.  It  is  best  not  to  have 
manure  come  in  direct  contact  with  the  roots.  Do  not  expect  the  best  results  from  a 
Peony  the  first  year  after  planting,  as  they  have  to  become  established  before  pro- 
ducing normal  flowers.  Some  varieties  producing  perfectly  double  flowers  in  their 
normal  condition  will  sometimes  come  single  or  semi-double  the  first  season,  so  do 
not  complain  if  they  do  not  seem  as  you  think  they  should  be.  Plant  in  an  open 
situation  in  good,  rich  soil,  having  at  least  two  inches  of  soil  on  top  of  the  buds.  I 
send  out  one  year  plants  or  good,  strong  divisions,  with  from  three  to  five  eyes, 
guaranteed  true  to  description.  In  case  of  error  will  replace  with  the  true  variety 
or  refund  the  original  amount  paid. 

SHIPMENTS 

Will  be  made  any  time  from  September  1st  until  ground  freezes.  It  is  much  the 
best  to  order  early,  as  the  plants  have  a much  better  chance  to  become  established 
before  winter.

It 
shows  at  its  best  in  the  garden  where 
the  glowing  flowers  are  visible  from  a 
distance.

Couronne  D’Or  (Calot).  Very  late,  ex- 
ceedingly fragrant,  ball-shaped  bloom,

choicest  and  best  Peonies  in  cultivation.

Fra- 
grance X.  Tall  and  compact.  Midsea- 
on.

Doctor  Boisduval.  (Guerin  1850.)  Rose 
type,  late  midseason,  regular  fine  form, 
with  large  rounded  petals,  conspicuous 
among  the  reds  for  its  brilliant,  dark 
maroon  coloring.  Nothing  finer  in  all 
red  varieties.  In  color  it  closely  resem- 
bles Delachei,  but  differs  in  the  shape 
of  its  petals  and  formation  of  the  flow- 
er. A rare  landscape  variety.-  $1.00. 

Dorchester  (Richardson).  Very  large 
and  very  full,  creamy  flesh  color  tinged 
with  pink,  an  unusual  shade  and  a very 
beautiful  dwarf  grower  and  free  bloom- 
er.

Eugene  Verdier  (Cal.  1864).  Very  large, 
compact,  typical  rose  type;  pale  hy- 
drangea-pink; outer  petals  lilac-white; 
fragrant;  very  erect,  rather  dwarf 
habit,  with  extra  strong  stems;  free 
bloomer;  late.  This  variety  has  been 
greatly  confused  with  Eugenie  Verdier 
and  L’Indispensible.  It  is,  however, 
entirely  distinct;  its  very  course,  light 
green  foliage  and  heavy  stem  alone  dis- 
tinguish it  from  any  other  variety.

Eugenie  Verdier  (1864).  Large,  medium 


compact,  flat  semi-rose  type;  pale  hy- 
drangea-pink; collar  lighter,  center 
deeper  flecked  crimson;  fragrant;  tall, 
medium,  erect,  free  bloomer;  midsea- 
son. Very  distinct  from  Eugene  Ver- 
dier, with  which  it  is  often  confused. 
Extra  fine  variety.  $1.00. 

Evening  Glow,  (Hollis,  1907.)  Large, 
semi-double  flower.  Hydrangea-pink 
tipped  with  white.

Large,  globular,  compact,  semi- rose 
type,  pale  rose-pink,  center  and  guards 
slightly  splashed  crimson;  fragrance 
X;  tall,  compact,  erect,  strong  grower;

George  Washington  (Hoi.  1904).  Large, 
flat,  loose,  semi-rose  type;  uniform, 
dark  crimson;  medium  height,  erect; 
midseason.  $1.50. 

Golden  Harvest  (Rosenfield).  Soft  pink 
guard,  clear  yellow  collar,  with  a tuft 
of  creamy  blush  petals  tipped  red  in 
the  center,  similar  to  Jeanne  D’Arc. 
A very  beautiful  variety;  very  free 
bloomer;  medium  early.  50c. 

Goliath  (Hoi.  1909).  Extra  large,  glob- 
ular, compact,  rose  type,  with  wide 
petals;  Tyrian  rose,  slightly  tipped 
silver;  fragrance  XX;  tall,  strong 
grower,  and  free  bloomer;  midseason.

Grace  D.  Bryan  (Rosenfield,  1908).  Bril- 
liant pink;  very  double;  a tall  grower 
and  very  late.  $1.00.

Jenny  Lind  (Parsons,  1860).  Bomb  type; 
midseason;  large  bloom  on  long  stems; 
tall  grower;  free  bloomer;  color  light 
pink  with  silvery  reflex  with  narrow 
white  petals  interspersed  with  the  cen- 
ter petalage;  a most  striking  variety 
and  one  that  has  many  admirers.  75c. 

John  Richardson  (Rich.)  Very  large  com- 
pact, flat,  rose  type;  pale  lilac-rose; 
fragrance  excellent;  erect,  tall,  compact 
habit;  midseason.  Extra  good.  $3.50. 

Jubilee  (Pleas.  1911.)  Rose  type,  midsea- 
son; this  is  one  of  the  really  meritor- 
ious varieties  originating  in  the  United 
States.  Introduced  by  Mrs.  Sarah  A. 
Pleas  or  Indiana.  From  a very  large 
grower  of  Peonies:  “Jubilee  was  un- 
doubtedly the  largest  bloom  of  any 
that  I had.  It  cannot  be  compared  with 
anything  else  as  it  is  entirely  differ- 
ent in  form  and  very  handsome.”  Ivory 
white.  A variety  impossible  to  de- 
scribe.

white  suffused  with  lake.  The  shadings 
and  color  remind  one  of  the  beautiful 
Iris  Queen  of  May;  dainty  lavendar 
pink;  has  long-  broad,  rich,  silky  petals 
growing  smaller  towards  the  center. 
No  prettier  loosely  double  flower  than 
this  one.

La  Perle  (1885),  (Crousse).  Very  large 
compact,  globular,  rose  type;  deep 
lilac-white,  blush  center,  prominently 
flecked  carmine;  fragrant;  tall,  extra 
strong,  free  bloomer;  midseason.  Extra

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La  Tulipe  (Cal.  1872).  Very  large  glob- 
ular flower;  flesh  pink,  shaded  to  ivory- 
white,  center  petals  tipped  carmine, 
outside  of  guard  petals  striped  car- 
mine; tall,  vigorous  grower  and  free 
bloomer;  one  of  the  best.  50c. 

Lees  Grandiflora  Rubra.  Blooms  6 to  8 
inches  across  like  big  chrysanthemums, 
a bright  crimson  that  appeals;  winner 
of  class  for  best  100  blooms  at  Chi- 
cago meeting,  1905.  75c. 

L’Ecletante  (Calot,  1860).  Bomb  type; 
midseason;  flowers  are  very  double  and 
full;  color  deep  brilliant  velvety-crim- 
son.
